Mallory Liner Denver and Mor- 
pan Liner El Sud Collide

Galveston, Texas, Apri] 21.—With the 
arrival in port this afternon of the 
steamships Denver and El Sud, which 
figured in the collision off Galveston 
bar at 7:35 o'clock Saturday night, de- 
tails of the accident were learned. The 
Mallory vessel, the Denver, is not badly 
damaged, but the Morgan liner, El Sud, 
has a hole rammed in her port side just 
forward of the forward hatch, reaching 
more than half way through the ves- 
sel from deck to keel. Though badly 
crippled, with her forepeak full of 
water, she was still afloat, and with 
the assistance of two tugs and the 
pilot boat Texas, was able to make her 
way to the Southern Pacific docks. No 
lives were lost and no one was injured. 

Panic After Collision, 

When the two vessels came together 
much confusion reigned on both ves- 
sels. The passengers aboard the Mal- 
lory liner were almost panic-stricken, 
but they were soon assured by Captain 
Staples that there was no danger. On 
the kl Sud the crew of about fifty men 
were more excited. Several jumped 
overboard, but were rescued. Several 
boats were lowered by the crew, and 
they took to the sea. All went back 
to the vessel, however, when they saw 
that she was still seaworthy save one 
boat with eighteen men in it. This 
boat was later picked up by the Den- 
ver as phe lay at anchor to give assist- 
ance to the Fl Sud if needed. <As the 
Denver lay at anchor she kept her 
whistles sounding, and the El Sud life- 
boat, with its eighteen men, was guided 
by the sound of the whistles.

This 
remarkable swamp, which is located in the extreme southern part of the state 
near the Florida line, consists of about 600,000 acres, an area nearly three- 
fourths the size of Rhode Island. Some idea may be had of the extent of the 
States swamp and overflow lands as a whole when it is stated that they prac- 
tically equal in area the state of Connecticut, or to put it differently, if all of 
the swamp and overflow lands of Georgia were drained and properly cultivated 
it would be possible for those lands to support a population greater than half 
of the state's population as shown by the last federal census. 

When it is borne-in mind that Georgia is second to Florida only 
on the Atlantic coast in areas susceptible to reclamation, the addi- 
tional supremacy given this state in bidding for development is at 
once apparent.

Disaster Forced cies Un- 


derwriters to Sell Securities, 
Which Depressed Prices.

New York, April 21.—The 
suffered last week from the mental 
depression due to the great marine 
disaster.

Oklahoma City, Okla., April 21— 
Members of the Southern Baptist de- 
nomination are beginning to look with 
interest toward the forthcoming meet- 
ing of the Southern Baptist convention 
to be held here May 16-19. It will 
be the fifty-seventh session of the 
body, which represents approximately 
25,000 churches and 2,500,000 mem- 
bers. 

Among the principal matters of in- 
terest which the convention will be 
called upon to consider will be the re- 
port of a joint committee of North- 
ern and Southern Baptists, looking to 
the establishment of certain principles 
of comity betweén the two bodies, The 
particular situation which  prour... 
about the appointment of this commit- 
tee wag the coming over of a large 
proportion of the Baptists of New 
Mexico from alignment with the 
northern wing of the denomination to 
the southern body. This action was 
taken, it is stated, on account of ques- 
tions of polity which arogs among the 
New Mexico Baptists. Leaders of the 
Southern Baptists assert their belief 
that al) of the ‘Baptist churches in 
New Mexico eventually will belong to 
the gouthern body. 

An effort will be made at the con- 
vention to provide for raising a large 
church building fund by the home mis- 
sion board and to enlarge greatly the 
efforts of the denomination for train- 
ing and developing backward church- 
es in various sections of the south.

I traded for a fine mule two montha 
ago. She was nice and fat, but | find 
her to be badly wind broken She 
sweats freely and pulls freely, but 
when she pulls a plow 100 yards she 
will pant and her sides work out and 
in like a shop bellows. At times it 
seems as if she cant get her breath 
fast enough, and grunts and gets a 
long breath. Let her stop about five 
minutes and cool, she seems to be all 
right. She is six vears old. I feed 
ear corn, hay and fodder—al) she will 
eat. She weighs about 1,000 pounds. 
Now if you can give me a remedy that 
will cure her, and how to treat. 

Anawer-—You have probably 
‘taken in’ and now have on 
hands a trading mule. Broken 
when fully established, is 
curable. The best you can 
to feed and water carefully. I would 
avoid corn and feed her almost entire- 
ly on shelled oats of best quality, giv- 
ing very little hay and only such as 
is free from mould and dust. Grass 
hay (timothy In particular) is better 
than clover or other legume hay. Al- 
ways feed before working and always 
allow @“an hour between the end of a 
hearty meal and putting to work it is 
well to aprinkle hay and oats with

Dissolve % ounce of strychnine sul-| 
phate in 2-3 of a pint of hot water; add | 
\% pint of molasses or syrup and 1% | 
teaspoonful oll of anise: thoroughly 
heat and mix the liquid and while hot 
pour it over ahout 1 peck of wheat or 
shelled corn ang stir until completely 
mixed. Then stir in about 1 pint of 
corn meal, more or less, so that there 
will be no superfluous moisture. Let 
the mess stand over during one night 
and early next morning scatter little 
lumps of the potsoned mixture about 
the gopher holes. It is said that they 
may also be destroved by pouring into 
the hole one or two tablespoonfuls of 
bi-sulphide of carbon and immediately 
closing the entrance by stamp of the 
foot.

Subacriber.—I take The Tri-Weekly 
Constitution, and would appreciate a 
sure remedy for my mare.

Answer—Some horses are constitu- 
tionally disposed to scour, and are call- 
ed “washy” by horsemen. Such horses 
are usually long-bodied, long-legged 
and narrow, flat sides. They are al- 
most sure to scour if put to work, 
especially driving on the road—im- 
mediately being fed and watered. It 
may be due to bad food, bad water and 
it may be necessary only to change 
these for the better, for it is believed 
that in most cases diarrheoa is caused 
by improper or bad food and water. 
Feed sparingly of good, easily digested 
foods, and never put to work in less 
than one hour after watering aad 


a great deal thicker, I have been told. 

What is the best method or way to 
keep Irish potato bugs off? Shall | 
spray With paris green or what, and 
how shall I use it? 

Anawer—If the corn in the mill 
pond basin grows quite rank and pro- 
duces broad, dark green foliage, it 
contains probably a surplus of nitro- 
gen, and needs only the application of 
300 to 500 pounds of acid and potash, 
say 10—2. This should be applied a 
week or two before planting the corn. 
Get a productive variety of corn that 
is not inclined to make more than two 
or three ears per stalk. 

For potato ‘bugs, either spray with 
paris green, 1 pound to 100 gallons of 
water, or sprinkle (from an ordinary 
washed and dried ffour sack) with 1 
pound paris green to 30 pounds of air- 
sliaked lime or cheap flour, as soon as 
the bugs commence until the crop is 
matured and harvested.

CANALS FINISHED 
IN EVERGLADES 


Official Opening of the Drain- 
age Ditches Takes Place 
This Week. 


April 21.—Official 
Everglades drainage 
are being’ constructed 
of draining and re- 
Everglades of Florida, 
this week. The pro- 
Sram for the celebration includes a 
trip through the newly-completed 
Gulf to Atlantic canal by a large par- 
ty of visitors from various parts of 
the country, led by Governor Gilchrist 
and fncluding representatives of the 
press, railway traffic mén and others 
interested in the reclamation of the 
Everglades. Extensive preparations 
are being made by the various towns 
which the party wil] visit to enter- 
tain thelr guests. 

The trip will begin at 
tomorrow, when Governor 
will meet the visitors. 
then will proceed to Fort Myers on 
the Gulf coabt where launches will 
be boarded and the trip through the 
canal to Fort Lauderdale on the At- 
lantic gide of the peninsula will be- 
gin. A banquet tendered the gov- 
ernor and his party by the ,Miam} 
board of trade on Friday night will 
conclude the dedication program. 

The Gulf-to-Atlantic canal is the 
first of a system of five great chan- 
nels begun two years ago which will 
reclaim 4,000,000 acres of Everglades 
ljland. This territory resembles a great 
saucer, irregular in shape, 160 miles 
long by 60 wide. It contains Lake 
Okeechobee, the second largest body 
of fresh water asituated wholly with- 
in the confines of the United ‘States. 
This great basin is without means 
of natural drainage and the rainfall 
and overflow from Lake Okeechobee 
are held within its edges. The four 
main canals, aggregating 203 miles in 
length, which are contemplated in the 
drainage project, are expected to trans- 
form this vast swamp into one of the 
most productive areas in the country. 
The contracts provide that the chan- 
nels shall be completed before July 
1, 1913, and it ts believed this will be 
accomplishd without difficulty. 

The state will reap large financial 
returns from the venture, !t is believed, 
since the cost of draining the Ever- 
glades will not exceed $1 per acre. Ti- 
tle to the land tis held by the state 
and if the expectations of the trus- 
tees of the internal tmprovement fund, 
under whose auspices the work is be- 
ing carried on, are realized the ter- 
ritory to be drained wil] become for 
agricultural purposes the most valua- 
ble in the state.

Washington, April 21.—While the 
s€nate investigation of the Titanic dis- 
aster will overshadow all other con- 
gressional procedure this week, some 
of the plans of the leaders for other 
business will be carried out.

Quate. They must be changed; but 
whether they are changed or not this 
awful experience has taught the 
steamship owners of the world that 
too much reliance has been placed on 
watertight compartments and on wire- 
less telegraphy, an that they must 
equip every vegsel with lifeboats and 
rafts sufficient to provide for every 
soul on board and apfficient men to 
handle them.”

“The statements which have 
made by many persons regarding .

“The women that were 
were from the steerage 
children.

We called fo 
several minutes and got no answef. 
One of the officers then declared tha 
if we wanted to we could get into the 
boat if we took the place of seamen. 
He gave us this privilege* because we 
were among the first-class passengers. 

“Mr. Ismay called again, and after 
we got no reply, we got into the life- 
boat. We took the oars and rowed 
with the twe seamen. We were about 
one mile from the Titanic when she 
went down. It seemed to me that it 
was less than a half hour. All the 
wemren were clad in thin clothes, while 
i was in my evening clothés, without 
a nat. and had on a pair of slippers. 
I jooked around just as the Titanic 
went down, being attracted by the 
explosions. Mr. Ismay did not turn 
and look, but instead wae very quiet, 
pulling on the oars. 

“I desire to correct what has been 
vaid about him.
